The Boy 3cout3 of AmeirLca has granted the Federal Hill House a char- 
ter to operate a Scout Troop for the period of one year. As we discussed, 
your crgani nation' s responsibilities are threefold: 

1. To provide an adequate meeting place. 

2. To secure and approve all adult leadership 

3. To provide quality interpretation of a Scouting program. 

An immediate concern in our discussion vas the leadership adequacy 
of levin Smith, the person whom your organization had chosen a3 Scoutmaster 
for Troop 99 - At that tine I made you aware of difficulties that arose 
within Troop 71 when Kevin Smith was their Scoutmaster between 1977 and 1979* 
The most pressing of these problems were poor financial record keeping and 
responsibility, and a safety violation in which a Winnebago bus was badly 
overcrowded and then driven straight through to Disneyvorld last summer. 

Your decision was to proceed with Troop 99 with levin Smith as your 
Scoutmaster. At that tine you stated that Troop Committee Chairman Joseph 
Kaskievicz and ycu would closely watch the progress of the Troop and would 
make certain that Savin acted within the perimeters of the 3oy Scouts of 
America. 

I an writing to urge you to monitor the progress of Troop 99 "as closely 
as possible. If any difficulties should arise, or if you have any questions 
concerning the Scouting program, please contact me. I will be glad to as- 
sist you in any manner I can 30 that your organization can provide quality 
Scouting to the Federal Hill neighborhood.

In yc ver.be r of 1979, Rsverrnd Charles Maher end Reverand 
Raymond Luft ir.rorr.cd us that the Farragansett Council of the 
3oy Scouts of ;^ierica had requested thac the church replace us as 
the loaders of Troop 71 Providence. As you know, this diu* i; nediately 
happen. After listening to our e:-:planatior. of the problen tha, 
the Council was creating, Father Mcher irstructed/ioo iron out our 
differences v;ith then* Fntii such tine, the troop would not be 
alio 1 . red to meet. 

In February of 19SC, after conferring with the northeastern 
Regional Cf 'ice of the 3cy Scouts in Few Brunswick, Feu Jersey, we 
informed Father Luft that if the Council -.-ranted to remove us as 
leaders , they had to charge us with specific violations cf tbc 
Rules and Regulations . In the Regional Offices renort from' the 
Farraganoett Council it stated thst there were no such charges, 
thai* the only reason the leadership was being changed was because 
the sponsor, eieseed 3 acr orient Church, wised to do so. 

Father luft said that this was not true, it was never Ineir 
intantion to replace the leadership. The Farragansett Council 
had threatened to pull the erccp charter If obey did not receive 
our resignations. That was the only reason it had been requested. 
The Farragensett Council was, therefore, in their repcro zo the 
Northeastern Offlee, attempting to blsne the sponsor for the 



resignation request. Also, according to the report, there were 



no charges. Theref ore, according to Mr. Ben Love, Regional 
Executive, we could regain as leaders If 3i e sponsor signed the 
charter.

I want: you to be aware of an action on the part of Troop 71 Providence that has 
prompted the Council Activities Committee to review she current procedure for issuing 
tour permits to Troop 71 Providence. 

In early August, Troop 71 planned a trip to Disneyvorid. They have their own troop 
bus. As Z understand it, the bus is registered in the name of John Yates, former Scout- 
master, currently chairman of the troop committee. The current Scoutmaster, Kevin Smith, 
is an Eagle Scout from Troop 71 and a very close associate of John Yates. The trip had 
been planned for some time and evidently there were insufficient members of she troop to 
fill the bus. Therefore, the members of the troop and ieade^^so^c^e^^ecole^other^^ 
than Scouts, to take the trip. One of these is the son of r*^' ^ ^ O^VQ^^^FSH ^ f^w^J 
one the son of B^TTIS* j5Ss t*^^S^3S!m5LB ' two members were grandsons of John Yates and two 
boys were sons of people who own a KCA campground in the state of New York. 

The trip left 3hode Island early in the day of August 2. The bus got as far as 
Stonington, Connecticut, where it broke down. To make a long story short , the bus was 
not repairable and parents of the troop were called to come and get their children. 
The trip returned late in the day of Thursday, August 2. During the day of Friday, 
August 3, efforts were made to re-establish the trip. The troop was able to borrow 
a Winnebego camper from the parents of the campground owners in Mew York. During the 
morning of Saturday, the trip was rescheduled, minus approximately 3 of the original 
paid members. Seventeen boys and adults were transported non stop from Mew York to 
Disneyworld in a Winnebego. 

Several things have hai^^^a^^^^c* that point. First, after the trip returned I 
was visited by 3 jnlni^i^Sj ^n^ were alarmed at 

the conduct of the activity and the fact that they had not yet been reimbursed for the 
trip that there sons were to have taken but were left back. I have also had a visit 
today from W^^^ M^^^W^ ^ who again sold me that he had not been reimbursed for his 
son's expenses, who was also left back. Complicating the issue is the very difficult 
matter of the troop leaders violating the national tour standards of exceeding 400 
miles per day in travel and also in substituting a bus for a 6 passenger Winnebego camper 
to be used as transportation for the event. 

I cannot presume to forecast what she Activities Commistee may decide, however, 
pending their decision, I will make my own decision on future arrangements that the, 
council may have with the current leadership of Troop 71.

Comments regarding prior incidanta with John Yatas: 

Three years ago, John's troop camp to summer carp on a Sunday evening. That even- 
• ing, one of John 'a boy laadera heard some talking from one of the tants latar 
in the night. He went over to the tent to find out what was going on, and 
silently atayed outaide the tant for awhile to "rnaka sure he knew what they 
were doing". He then not went and got John, who also stayed ouaide the tant 
to maJca 3ura what waa going on. They had found three boys engaged in some 
a ex play. 

They immediately pacied the kids up, took then home and literally left them 
on their doorsteps, explaining to two paranta ( fathers) what had SSggKgZ XZX 
happened, and to the third nothing, because the father wasn't home. When John 
did reach the father, and as was true with the other fathers, he left them 
with the impression that they wera sent home because they were homosexuals . 
The one father who wasn't home, called me the next day in a rage. At that time, 
I had nor been informed by John that he had brought these boys home. He continue d 
to call for the next 3ix months trying to work out in his own mind whether or 
not hi3 son was a homosexual as was indicated by Yates. 

The handling of this situation was extremely poor. It showed a total lack of 
mature judgement and leadership. I'm sure it has left a mari on these boys 
lire* that they'll never be able to erase. 

It acting the way he did, John violated one of our regulations that we tall 
all Scoutmasters, every year, at the Scoutmasters' Staakroast, the week before 
they come into camp. No child may be removed from the camp property during 
. summer camp without the signature of the Scoutmaster, Camp Director , Health 
- Lodge ( if sick), and Reservation Director. John knows our feelings on this 
matter, but as always acted irrationally. His reasoning at the time, was: 
" It was Sunday night, and I didn't think our actual stay at Tawgoog started 
until Monday raomlng, so I didn't feel it was necessary to tell anyone.* 

Last fall, John and his troop went to Aquapaug. During their stay, they managed 
t^cu^^v^aom^l^e trees ( 6), removed the limbs from others, hasseled the 
iEfeffSS^ SK^^^Am , then denied that they had done anything. 
When they arrived on Friday night, 3oscoe met with the leaders and instructed 
them on the rega of the camp, ie don't cut live trees, stay off the bank in 
front of Mowry Tavern ( serious erosion problem ), etc. Saturday, he went 
over to see how they were doing and found a group of boys playing on the bank. 
He asked them to get off the bank, and they gave him aome Up, in cluding the 
SPL. Jqxu^jm not there the entire time. He talked with ^t^M on Sunday, 
and gave l ^ j g fe a lot of static, swearing at him in front of aome of the other

I contacted John shortly thereafter and confronted him with the incident. 
He denied that his boys had done anything wrong except take a few l imbs off 
trees. He did apologise for his SPL giving |a hard time, and after that

You are aware of the incident at Youth Expo. You might not know, however, 
that even his SPL indicated to one of our men that John did physically abuse 
the SLxplorer that was guarding the gate, and levin Smith also admits that 
it happened sayingThe boy shouldn't have tried to stop him, John was* so much, 
bigger than him*.
